NITY FARM in the Christmas season of 
| | 1951—its quiet, snow-roofed _ build- 

ings crowning white fields crisscrossed 
with tracks of rabbits and small birds—may seem 
far away from the Jerusalem of nineteen hundred 
years ago, full of strange Eastern smells and 
sights and sounds where Peter and John went one 
day at the hour of prayer to the temple which was 
called Beautiful. 

“And a certain man lame from his mother’s 
womb . . . seeing Peter and John about to go 
into the temple asked an alms. And Peter, fasten- 
ing his eyes upon him with John, said, Look on 
ee 

“Then Peter said, Silver and gold have I none; 
but such as I have give I thee: In the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk. And 
he took him by the right hand, and lifted Aim up: 
and immediately his feet and ancle bones re- 
ceived strength. And he leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered with them into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising God.
